All Hunters Secure Licenses—Killing of Partridges 
and Prairie Chickens Prohibited. 


Superintendent of Wathington Schools 
Stops Its Circulation. 
Washington, D. C. May 24.—A mild 
sensation was caused in school circles 
here y esterday when It became known 
that an official order Issued by Alex ­ 
ander T. Stuart, superintendent of 
public schools In Washington, Is pro­ 
hibiting the circulation of the May 
number of Our Dumb Animals, a pub. 
licatlon issued in Boston, because the 
editor attacked President Roosevelt 
for killing wild game on his recent 
hunting trip. 
The magazine has of late been dis­ 
tributed among school children in 
Washington 
gratuitously 
by 
the 
Washington Humane society . In the 
ourrent issue there were several arti­ 
cles criticising the president, one in 
particular being regarded as ex treme­ 
ly violent by the public school author­ 
ities. It is urged upon pupils not to 
emulate the ex ample set by the presi­ 
dent in killing animals at this time of 
y ear when most of them are bearing 
y oung. 
It was said that 
the 
president 
should not slay any wild beast, and he 
was called severely to task for setting 
such a deplorable ex ample. 
In speaking of the matter last even­ 
ing 8 upt, Stuart said: “ The articles 
in question ia my opinion insult the 
president of the United States, and I 
regardel it as my duly to call the at­ 
tention of President Gordon of the 
board of education to them. 
He 
agreed with me that their circulation 
should be prohibited. I believe I was 
right. 
The articles criticised the j 
president and are not such as should j 
be placed in the hands of children to 
prejudice 
their 
y outhful 
minds 
against the chief ex ecutive. 
The 
matter may be brought up before the 
board at its meeting tonight, when 
official actlOD undoubtedly will be 
had.” 


The new game law of Illinois as 
passed by the last legislation was one 
of the measures signed by Governor 
Deneen and is of wide interest. 
The hunting of quail is prohibited 
from December 20 until the 10th of 
the following November each y ear 
Forty day s of quail bunting is per­ 
mitted between November 10 and De­ 
cember 20. 
Hunting 
partridges 
and 
prairie 
chickens is prohibited absolutely for 
the nex t four y ears in Illinois. 
The killing of any woodcock or 
mourning dove is prohibited between 
December 1 and August 1 
The killing of grey or red fox es or 
black squirrels is prohibited between 
J anuary 1 and J uly 1. 
The hunting of snipe and plover Is 
prohibited between May 1 and Sep­ 
tember 1. 
The law concerning the hunting of 
geese, ducks, brant and other water 
fowl contains the following provis­ 
ions: 
It is unlawful to kill or secure them 
for market or commercial purposes. 
The number that oan be shot dur­ 
ing the hunting season by any one 
person is limited to 36 in one day . 
It is unlawful to kill or hunt them 
between April 15 and September 1, 
It is unlawful to hunt them between 
sunset and sunrise at any time of the 
y ear. 
It is unlawful to hunt, kill, entrap 
or ensnare them from any fix ed arti­ 
ficial ambusb, bey ond the line* of na\- 


ural covering of reeds, cines, willows, 
flags, crooked brush, wild rice or other 
vegation above the water of any lake, 
river, bay or inlet or with the aid or 
use of any device commonly called 
sneak boat or sink box , and it shall be 
further unlawful to shoot, kill or de­ 
stroy them with a swivel gun or from 
any sail boat, gasoline or electric 
launch or steam boat. 
The nex t sections of the law, cover 
the sale of game and penalties for 
violations of the law. 
Then follow several sections con­ 
cerning appointment and compensa­ 
tion and powers of the state game 
commissioner, his assistants and the 
deputy game wardens in the different 
counties. 
Seotion 25 provides that “ for the 
purpose of increasing the state game 
protection fund and preventing unau­ 
thorized persons from killing game 
and birds, no person or persons shall 
at any time hunt, pursue, or kill with 
gun, rabbits or any of the wild anl- 
male, fowl or birds that are protected 
during any part of the y ear, without 
first having procured a license so to do 
and then only during the periods of 
the y ear when it is lawful. 
Residents of Illinois Bhall pay to 
theicounty , city or village clerk from 
whom they secure these licenses, a 
license fee of 75 cents besides a fee of 
25 cents for the clerk. 
No-residents of illinos must pay a 
license of $15.
